The  City  of  Bloomfield. 

Etliior  Bloomfield.  Record: 

The  past  week  lias  bought  more  vic¬ 
tories  for  the  Township  of  Blpomli  -Id 
The  Court  of  Appeals  ha*  decided  that 
the  sewer*  and  water  plant  in  Glen 
Ridge  are  the  property  of  tlw  township. 
Nothing  remains  for  the  Borough  but  to 
make  terms  for  these  two  necessities  of 
modern  civilisation.  While  the  result 
of  this  appeal  to  tbe  Courts’  is  an  un¬ 
doubted  strengthening  of  the  position  of 
Bloomfield,  the  end  of  the  king  fight  be¬ 
tween  the  Borough  and  the  Township  is 
still  in  the  future.  No  decisive  victory 
ho*  yet  been  gained  by  either  party. 
While  the  Borough  lias  maintained  it* 
existence,  it  findB  itself  without  the 
ability  to  raise  money  for  tbe  building 
of  bard  roads  or  for  school  houses. 

The  situation  is  trying  for  t»oth  mun¬ 
icipalities.  While  the  lawyers  are  light¬ 
ing,  improvement*  are  at  s  standstill— 
and  tax-payer*  are  burdened  with  heavy 
expenses  for  law  fees.  To  lovers  of 
peace  the  whole  situation  is  exasperat¬ 
ing  in  the  extreme.  There  is,  however, 
a  way  out  of  the  difficulties  in  which 
we  find  ourselves.  The  legislature  now 
has  before  it  an  excellent  scheme  qf 
City  government  adapted  to  the  use  of 
small  municipalities.  It  is  fbunded  upon 
and  embraces  the  good  ^features  of  the 
Charter  of  the  City  of  Englewood.  A 
general  law  is  to  be  passed  providing  for 
the  government  of  second  class -cities 
It  is  thus  proposed  to  incorporate  the 
Township  of  Bloomfield,  including  the 
Borough  of  Glen  Ridge,  so  as  to  make  it 
by  legislation  the  City  of  Bloomfield 
There  are  good  reasons  to  believe  that 
this  act  will  pass  the  House  of  Assembly 
shortly,  aud  have  a  good  chance  of  pass¬ 
ing  iu  the  Senate.  This  makes  a  golden 
opportunity  to  procure  the  settlement  of 
all  the  difficulties  now  existing  between 
the  Borough  and  the  Township.  We 
risk  nothing  in  saying  that  good  men 
are  enlisted  in  the  contest  on  either  side. 
Each  know  tl»e  other  to  be  sincere  aud 
earnest.  Now  let  these  men  come  to¬ 
gether  and  agree  upon  a  basis  of  com 
promise,  or  if  they  will  not  so  agree 
then  let  a  committee  of  moderate  men 
meet  together  and  determine  upon  n 
settlement;  which  shall  be  satisfactory 
to  both  jtarties. 

This  settlement  might  have  as  Ms  basis 
tbe  building  of  a  achoolhouse  in  Glen 
Ridge  to  cost  about  $30,000,  and  the 
issuance  of  say  $15Q,000  worth  of  bonds 
for  the  improvement  of  the  street*. 

The  present  bill  call*  for  the  building 
uf  pavement*  at  the  expense  of  the 
property  fronting  upon  the  street*,  hut 
an  amendment  permitting  the  bonding 
of  the  city  far  road  purposes  to  a  limited 
amount  upon  a  vote  of  the  people  might 
be  made  to  the  pending  bill.  Now  is 
the  time  for  a  complete  and  final  settle¬ 
ment  of  the  (tending  difficulties.  Will 
not  the  men  of  influence  in  both  sections 
laying  aside  personal  animosities  and 
local  jealousies,  rise  to  the  occasion  ami 
settle  tli is  controversy  at  once  and  for 
ever  ?  Such  a  termination  of  the  diffi 
cutties  will  bring  in  a  new  era  of  pros¬ 
perity  to  the  new  city  and  redound  to 
tbe  honor  and  good  name  of  all  the  par 
ticipant*. 

Who  will  say  “1  am  for  the  new  city 
to  be  formed  by  the  supreme  act  of*  the 
Legislature  ?  There  should  be  *  quick 
and  unanimous  response  from  both 
Borough  aud  Township.

V *  In  appearance  Kossuth  waa  taller 
than  Americans  had  been  led  to  sup- 
post-.  His  face  had  an  expression  of  pen¬ 
etrating  intellect,”  write*  Parke  God¬ 
win,  recalling  the  American  visit  iu 
186J  of  the  great  Hungarian  patriot 
iu  a  paper  of  tho  “Great  Personal 
Events”  stria*  in  Tho  Ladies’  Home 
Journal  "It  was  long,  tho  forehead 
broad,  but  not  excessively  high,  though 
a  slight  baldness  made  it  seem  so,  and 
the  chin  narrow,  but  square  iu  ita 
form.

As  a 
HjieakBT  his  maimer  was  at  once  incom¬ 
parably  dignified  and  graceful.  His 
posture  and  appearance  in  repose  were 
imijoaing,  not  only  from  thoir  essential 
gruoe  and  dignity,  but  from  a  sense  of 
power  they  impressed  upon  tho  beholder. 

•  He  spoke  as  if  with  little  preparation 
and  with  that  peculiar  freshness  which 
belongs  to  extemporaneous  speaking, 
and  tbe  wonderful  compactness  and  art 
of  his  argument  were  not  felt  until  you 
reflected  upon  it  afterward.  He  gesticu¬ 
lated  freely,  equally  well  with  both 
arms  Nothing  could  be  more  beautiful 
in  its  way  than  was  the  sweep  of  his 
right  hand,  as  it  was  raised  to  heaven 
when  he  spoke  of  the  Deity;  nothing 
sweeter  than  the  smile  which  at  times 
mantled  hiH  face.  Beyond  a  dcmbt  he

As  is  well 
known,  the  army  authorities  regard  a 
soldier  married  as  a  soldier  marred,  ea- 
I„. .,  rally  if  the  soldier  is  a  private,  and 
commanding  officers  have  often  gone  so 
far  as  to  refuse  permission  to  wed  to 
th-  men  under  them.  Boot-ntly  a  chap¬ 
lain  out  at  Fort  Assiniboin,  in  Mon¬ 
tana,  joined  in  the  bonds  of  matrimony 
a  private  stationed  there  and  a  young 
woman  whd  waa  working  as  a  domestic 
servant  for  the  family  of  one  of  the  offi¬ 
cers.  No  permission  for  the  wedding 
h:^4»eh  granted,  and  •  nonh  '  nad  been 
askeffiT  "Next  day  the  post  commander 
reprimanded  the  chaplain  severely,  de¬ 
claring  that  his  act  was  unauthorized 
and  improper.  The  chaplain  resented 
this  and  appealed  to  the  adjutant  gen¬ 
eral  from  whom  the  case  went  to  Gen¬ 
eral  Miles  for  final  actiou.  In  rendering 
his  deciaiou  General  Miles  says;  “The 
course  of  the  chaplain  appears  to  be 
fully  warranted  bylaw  and  regulations. 
While  the  objection  to  soldiers  marry¬ 
ing  is  well  recognized  it  is  not  prohib¬ 
ited  by  law  or  regulations,  and  the  mil¬ 
itary  authorities  are  not,  therefore,  war¬ 
ranted  in  intervening. ’’—New  York
